§,000,000 Soviet roubles the school costs. In August, 19 20, a boot-making 


training workshop, giving occupation to thirty- eight boys, was opened and |

His interest in the organisation continued until the claims of health obliged 
him to limit his efforts. For many years Mr. Landau visited the Club 
frequently and was present at the anniversary gatherings. On ore happy 
occasion all the members were invited to Piper’s Corner, 
being by Mr. Landau for the outing. |

-DANTE— SIX CENTURIES AFTER. 


Dante Alighieri, the great Florentine poet, was born in 1265, and died | 
{In exile from his native city at Ravenna, on September 14, 1321. The 


commemoration of the six hundredth anniversary of his death possesses a 
claim on Jewish interest. Dante was blessed in what he received from 
the Hebrew spirit. He was blessed, too, in what he gave in return, by his 
influence, to Jewish literature. Dante, on bis own admission, knew no 
Hebrew, but his genius drew many a striking thought and attractive 
phrase from the sublime pages of the Hebrew Bible. 


It is sometimes overlooked that when Dante fashioned the Italian. — 
language” into a marvellous vehicle of literary expression, he became a. 


master of stately prose as wellasacreator of dignified verse. ‘Theimpulse 
which led Dante to write was, on his own confession, a conscious protest 
‘against what we may describe as “selfish know ledge.” There are 
‘scholars who imbibe learning and become saturated with lore, but they 
reserve these intellectual delights and spiritual treasures unto themselves, 


and do not enrich their age with the ripe fruits of their minds. Dante's 


motive and purpose in writing his prose work, “De Monarchia,” are dis- 
closed in words which betray his clear aptitude for Midrashic interpreta- 


tion of Holy Writ. Dante opens his treatise, “De Monarchia,” with the 


observation that it would seem that all men, on whom God has stamped 


the love of Truth, must make it their chief concern; just as they bave 


been enriched by the toil of those who have gone before them, so them- 
selves in like manner toil in advance for those that shall come after 
them, that posterity may receive from them whereby to be enriched. 
For he who, himself imbued with public teachings, yet cares-not to 
contribute aught to the public good, may be. well assured that he 
has fallen far from duty; for he is not “a tree by the streams 
of waters, bearing his fruit in due season” (Psalm: i., 3)

Herod sent back Jesus to Pilate to be judged. For Herod did not represent 
Tiberius under the ensign of the eagle or the ensign of. the senate, but he 
was a king appointed by Tiberius: to a special kingdom, and he ruled 


under the ensign of the. kingdom committed to him (“De Monarehia,” 3 


Bk, II., chy xiii.). 

Jewish literature gathered. a thllpiesal influence from the richness 
and. value of Dante’s work. Dante found a deep admirer, a devoted 
lover, and a conscious imitator in the contemporaary Jewish poet, 
Immanuel ben Solomon of Rome. Immanuel even bewailed Dante's 


-. death in an Ifalian sonnet. Scholars are not in agreement whether 


.Dante and Immanuel were on terms of personal friendship. But there 
is nothing to decide definitely against the probability or possibility of 
their intimate acquaintance. Immanuel certainly revered Dante, felt 


the power of Dante's and genius, adapted Dante’ verse, and 


reflected Dante's method.

“chapter of “ Mahberot Immanuel,” by Immanuel ben Solomon of Rome, 
is modelled in plan and execution on Dante’s “Inferno” and “ Paradiso.” . :

- introduction and notes, by Rabbi Dr. Hermann Gollancz (University of: 
London Press), is a timely contribution to the present Dante celebration. 


Dr. Gollancz presents a literal translation (in rhymed prose) of. the 


Hebrew rhymed-prose imitation by Immanuel of Dante’s immortal work. | 


The reader is thus provided with an opportunity of testing the close con- 
nection and resemblance in style and thought, and sometimes in detail, 


between Immanuel’s treatise and-Dante’s “Inferno” and “ Paradiso.” In 


his introduction Dr. Gollancz gives an excellent summary of “Tophet 
‘and Eden.” Immanuel had reached the sixtieth year of his life, 
when he was apprised of the death of a young friend, and he

The Zionist Congress is again the main subject of comment in the 
Jewish World's surv ey ofthe past weekin Jewry.

He defended the colonisation work of 
the middle class in Palestine, holding them up as an example to. the 
workers, 

Ee. HAUSNER said the Zionist front was ‘active, but the rear—the 
rank and file of the-movement—was not supporting it. Eastern Galicia 
despite its present térrible economic situation, had doné more for the 
National Fund than Canada. He called upon the Left Wing parties not. 
to make experiments in Palestine with the moneys of the Jewish 
taxpayer. 

Mr. J. MEREMINSKY (Poland, Left Zeire Zion) proposed the formation _ 
of an Emigration Bank, so that. the Chaluzim should not always have to. 
depend on charity. He also insisted that the regulation oftheimmigration — 
of workmen should be left in the hands of the labour organisations. 

Mr. DavVID YELLIN (Palestine) showed how serious the Arab question | 
is in Palestine. He demanded the introduction of a systematic policy in 
order to win over the Arabs to our side in a friendly manner, but this 
should not be carried out by merely accidental and unconnected moves. 


Mr. Yellin added that the Arab villagers were particularly amicably on

Mr. RusascHow (Berlin, Poale Zion) demanded complete nationalisa-— 
tion of the land and public services in Palestine, and the settlement of 
workers independent of employers. 

Mr. GRaB (Petach Tikvah) scoffed at the catchword colonisation | 
Palestine, he said, wasin need of 
enormous capital, and the Zionist Organisation must not build up its work | 

on the catchwords of the Left parties, although the workers by their self: | 
sacrificing labour deserved all recognition and appreciation. He reproached |

LABOUR'S COMPLAINT. 


Mr. KAPLANSKI read the following declaration on behalf. of the: Poale-

‘The Delegation of the Jewish Socialist: Poale- Zion adequately appre- 
Ciates the devoted work of thepersons who in difficult. years stood at. the head 
of the Zionist Movement. Our criticism is not directed against persons, but 
against a.system which links the Zionist ideali with thosé powers.and institu- 
tions of the world in which the workers can have noconfidence. The Executive 
has raised illusions in the Jewish people in regard to the value of their diplomatic 
successes. It has not organised the national forces on which any. far-seeing . 
‘policy should be based. It has preached.confidence in the Palestine Administra- 
tion of Sir Herbert Samuel, which stands under the influence of anti-Jewish and 
reactionary official elements and bows before the Arab chiefs: and. their anti- 


Jewish terrorism. 


The Executive has no sufficiently used opportunities of increasing, and. 
strengthening the working element in Palestine. Through its passivity it has 
made it possible for the Palestine Government, under the mask of economic 
regulations, to place the immigration of Jewish workers under political control, 
and by the expulsion of Jewish workmen from Palestine to stamp the: Jews in 
Palestine as aliens. \ 

The Executive, and especially their Palestine representatives, have not. 
respected organised labour in Zionism, nor.the autonomy of its institutions in 
Palestine. Weregret that it has not yet been found possible to create a basis of 
understanding with the Arab population in Palestine, and express our conviction 
‘that a lasting understanding between the Jewish and Arab working classes in 
Palestine can and will be found, they being bound together by the solidarity of . 
labour and the necessity ofa peaceable co-operation on the basis of national self- 
determination. Our attitude to the Executive has nothing in common with the 
so-called opposition, which, under the banner of économy and the mobilisation 
of private capital for Palestine, aspires to the conversion of Zionism into an 
anti-Nationalist philanthropic business enterprise on the basis of Capitalist 
exploitation, and which must be hostile to the interests of the Jewish working 
classes. 

We find ourselves in the most emphatic opposition to the attempts of 
organised Orthodoxy to subject Zionisin and Palestine Jewry to clerical control 
and power, and to attack the sniritual freedom of the Jewish workers. We will 
not join our votes to such efforts. -We do not, however, ignore the specia! diffi- 
culties of the Executive in their. fight against the anti-democratic and 
She ag groups in recent times in our Movement, By their action for the. 

eren Hayesod, the Executive has made a beginning in the collection of a 
National capital for the upbuilding of Palestine.
